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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Paul D. Pyla on June 10, 2008. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

2.1. In claim 2: 

a) line 1 , "in" has been deleted; 

b) line 2, "step (c)" has been replaced with --step (b)~; 

c) line 2, "comprising" has been replaced with --and comprise--; 

d) line 3, "a" before "water-soluble" has been replaced with -the-. 

e) line 3, -(A)- has been added after "substance". 

2.2. In claim 8, lines 1-2, the phrase "detergent particles have 20% by weight or 
more of component (B)" has been replaced with -amount of component (B) is 20 parts 
by weight or more, based on 100 parts by weight of the base particles- 
support is found on page 15, lines 19-23). 

2.3. In claim 9, line 1 , "detergent" has been replaced with -base- 
support is found on page 4, lines 11-13; page 8, lines 15-18; page 36, lines 22- 

24). 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph and the rejections based upon 
France, Mort and Riddick are withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendment. The 
remaining rejection based upon Kubota is likewise overcome because the resulting bulk 
density of the detergent particles in the process of Kubota which is 500 g/liter or more 
(see page 3, lines 36-43) is outside the scope of the present claims' bulk density range 
of 150 to 446 g/L. Accordingly, the subject matter, as a whole, would not have bee 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the detergent art.
